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GHI Debates Changes in Loan 
Program, Favors Interest Rise

In a long meeting last Thursday evening, the Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. board of directors took up matters of some importance to both 
the corporation’s members and its staff workers. A series of re¬ 
visions in the staff personnel policy, recommended by the personnel 
committee, was adopted with few changes. In general these liber¬ 
alized the policy. The board also mulled over a recommendation 
by the finance committee to broaden the scope of GHI’s loan pro¬ 
gram for home improvements, at the same time raising the interest 
rate; the proposal would have extended the program to the pur¬ 
chase of furnishings such as appliances and carpets. No decision 
was arrived at. ___ 


Director John O’Reilly, for the 
finance committee, introduced the 
motion to extend the scope of the 
loan program and raise the inter¬ 
est rate from the current 4 Vi% 
to a rate of 5%%, the latter step 
being advocated to bring the cor¬ 
poration’s lending rates into line 
with the market. The motion in¬ 
cluded the phrase “purchase . . . 
from any sources,” and some board 
members balked at this. Director 
Stephen Polaschik offered as an 
amendment that a minimum pur¬ 
chase value of $100 be required, to 
ensure a reasonable quality. Mana¬ 
ger Roy Breashears expressed un¬ 
happiness that his staff might 
have to handle numerous small 
loans, but chairman Nat Shinder- 
man argued that the procedure 
would work out satisfactorily and 
was in the members’ interest. The 
motion lost narrowly, 3 to 4. Di¬ 
rector David Lange made the same 
motion without the words “from 
any source,” and again it failed on 
a 3-4 vote. Clearly, as Polaschik 
remarked, the impasse resulted 
from insufficient time to study de¬ 
tails of the recommendation be¬ 
cause the board generally favored 
the basic idea. It will be consi¬ 
dered further later. 

Manager Breashears reported on 
aspects of the city’s parkland ac¬ 
quisition program that have a 
.bearing on GHI’s interest. Two 
GHI tracts are mentioned by city 
manager James Giese in a prelim¬ 
inary communication, both in the 
north end. Lange, speaking for 
an ad-hoc committee which is pre¬ 
sently studying the matter, noted 
that the city would like to ensure 
an open space on the tract lying 
between Laurel Hill and Plateau 
Place. He expressed appreciation 
to the city manager for providing 
the information and explained that 
his committee has not yet complet¬ 
ed its study. 

Personnel Proposals 

For the personnel committee’s 
report on proposed changes in poli¬ 
cy, Shinderman relinquished the 
chair to Polaschik and went 
through the changes one by one. 
Among the numerous changes may 
be mentioned five which illustrate 
the corporation's desire to make its 
policies more liberal: 

1. Job training at outside insti¬ 
tutions will be encouraged and 
will be paid for by GHI up to a 
limit of $100 in each six months. 
O’Reilly included a provision for 
refund of the money by the em¬ 
ployee if training is not satisfac¬ 
torily completed. 

2. Employees are encouraged to 
participate in professional meet¬ 
ings; administrative leave may be 
granted for the purpose, and ex¬ 
penses up to $20 a day may be 
paid. 

3. Existing job vacancies will be 
advertised at six month intervals, 
to ensure that the membership is 
made aware of them. 

4. GHI will pay the cost of an 
employee’s medical examination if 
such is required by management. 
This follows current practice in 
industry, according to the person¬ 
nel committee. 

5. Employees may use their an¬ 
nual leave within the first three

months of their employment. This 
relaxation of the earlier restric¬ 
tion caused the only disagreement, 
with O’Reilly and Lange opposing 
it. On a vote, however, it passed 
5-2. 

In a last remark, O’Reilly pro¬ 
posed that the title of Maintenance 
Superintendent be changed to Di¬ 
rector of Engineering. This sug¬ 
gestion was deferred for consider¬ 
ation by the committee. 

Townhouses 

Families had moved into fifteen 
of the townhouses by last Thurs¬ 
day and eight more units were 
ready for occupancy this week. 
The remaining two units are unoc¬ 
cupied, though several applications 
have been received from non-mem¬ 
bers. The manager noted that an 
open house will be held on the af¬ 
ternoon of Sunday, Feb. 22. 

The advisor of a graduate stu¬ 
dent of sociology at the University 
of Maryland has asked permission 
for a study to be carried out in 
Greenbelt. The study, consisting 
of a statistical survey of about 
100 persons, would be used as ma¬ 
terial for the student’s graduate 
thesis. After a short discussion, 
in which the manager assured the 
board that the privacy of members 
would not be infringed upon, a mo¬ 
tion by Lange was passed to co¬ 
operate with the university study. 
A board member made the point 
that it would be of great help in 
GHI’s long-range planning effort. 

The date of the annual member¬ 
ship meeting has been officially set 
for May 20. Thomas White sug¬ 
gested that a good location for it 
would be in the auditorium of the 
just-completed Greenbelt Library, 
next to Center School. The board 
greeted this idea with enthusiasm 

— it will be seriously considered. 

The cooperative’s policy on do¬ 
nations to outside groups has been 
reconsidered by the finance com¬ 
mittee; O’Reilly reported that the 
committee felt the present policy 
was adequate if strictly interpreted 

— that is, the activity subsidized 
should take place within Greenbelt 
(In the past, requests have been 
made on behalf of schools and oth¬ 
er groups in the area surrounding 
Greenbelt.)

Gentry Drive 

The hang-up on the financing of 
Gentry Drive, which is intended 
to he an alternate access road to 
Springhill Lake through the Belt- 
way Plaza, concerned the esti¬ 
mates of total costs. Kramer was 
willing to pay half the costs, pro¬ 
vided the total costs did not ex¬ 
ceed $35,000. City manager James 
Giese said that cost figures could 
only be resolved after the Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Commis¬ 
sion (WSSC) accepts the plans on 
storm drains and catch basins. The 
city’s engineering firm, Greenhome 
and O’Mara, are now working up 
the necessary data for WSSC. If 
WSSC accepts the plans as pro¬ 
posed by the city, Giese thought 
that total costs would not exceed 
$35,000. 

Councilman Edgar Smith, noting 
that the costs of Gentry Drive had 
been discussed with Springhill Lake 
some nine months ago, felt that 
there should be a firm commit¬ 
ment from Kramer that, regardless 
of final costs SHL should agree to 
50/50 financing. It was Smith’s 
impression that the city and SHL 
had reached such an agreement, 
but Kramer thought that the agree¬ 
ment was 50/50 up to $30,000. In 
upping SHL’s share to $17,500, 
Kramer said that if any revisions 
by WSSC raise the costs to more 
than $35,000, he would be obliged 
to go back to his associates for 
further discussions. At any rate, 
he argued that it was premature 
on his part to agree to a flat 50/50 
sharing plan until W T SSC comes 
back with its report 

Giese said he hoped that the con¬ 
struction of Gentry Drive could 
start in April.

Commissioners Consider 
Petition For Rezoning 

At its February 11 meeting, the 
county commissioners sitting as 
the District Council took under 
advisement a petition for rezoning 
the Lakeside North apartment 
tract from the present R-30 (14 
units per acre) zoning to R-18 (21 
units per acre). It was noted by 
the commissioners that the Court 
of Appeals has ruled that rezoning 
decisions must he supported with 
written statements of the commis¬ 
sioners’ findings and conclusions. 

At the hearing, the Maryland 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission presented its re¬ 
commendation denying the request. 
The recommendation was suppor¬ 
ted by Greenbelt city manager 
James Giese who said that the 
rezoning would create an undesira¬ 
ble precedent as developers would 
be encouraged to build in clusters 
and then come back later to ask 
for rezoning which would permit 
use of the green space for further 
construction. The original owners 
of the 19-acre Lakeside North 
parcel had clustered construction 
in such a way as to concentrate 
the green space in one 4-acre area. 
The rezoning if granted would per¬ 
mit construction of 125 townhouses 
on the Lakeside North tract 

Attorney Harry Taylor, Jr., rep¬ 
resenting the present contract ow¬ 
ner, David Hillman, told the com¬ 
missioners that the project would 
be a physical asset to the com¬ 
munity and that there is a need 
for additional housing as Lakeside 
North apartments has a waiting 
list.

Review of the $17,500 libel judg¬ 
ment upheld by the Maryland 
Court of Appeals in May 1969. The 
judgment against the weekly 
newspaper was awarded local de¬ 
veloper Charles S. Bresler in a 
January 1968 Prince Georges Cir¬ 
cuit Court jury verdict.

Recreation Center 
The originally suggested location 
for the Springhill Lake recreation 
center was a tract immediately ad¬ 
jacent to the existing SHL Com¬ 
munity Center, but now SHL man¬ 
agement is proposing that the city 
purchase the 11 acre golf course 
from SHL for $100,000 (about half 
the estimated cost of the land, 
which is located on the east side 
of Cherrywood Lane north of 
Springhill Drive). The 11 acres, 
which include a small clubhouse, 
could then be used for city park 
and recreation uses and the site 
of the new recreation center. Kra¬ 
mer made clear that no matter 
what the city’s decision is concern¬ 
ing the purchase of the land, SHL 
in any event would donate to the 
city 20,000 square feet of land for 
the recreation center. The elec¬ 
torate in the November 1968 refer¬ 
endum approved a $950,000 bond 
issue, which included $60,000 for 
the construction of the facility. 

Springhill Lake residents, in ad¬ 
dition to stressing the need for a 
recreation center to meet the needs 
of the youth in SHL, pointed to 
the critical need for ball fields. 
They recommended that if the city 
purchased the 11 acres, it convert 
the golf course to ballfields. SHL’s 
proposal appealed to council mem¬ 
bers, who wanted to study further 
the possibility of getting Federal 
and State aid. It is understood that 
such aid would not be forthcoming 
if the golf course were to remain. 

As an interim measure, Kramer 
asked the city if it wanted to oper¬ 
ate the Par 3 golf course for a 
season on a lease basis of $1. He 
indicated that the golf course at 
the most broke even last year. 
Giese was not enthusiastic because 
he felt it would be an expensive 
proposition for just one season 
to buy special equipment to main¬ 
tain the grounds. 

Springhill Lake citizens present 
thanked council and Kramer for 
their efforts in the area of parks 
and recreation and improving road 
conditions. 
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Perimefer Ref. Not Needed 

To the Editor: 

After reading the very timely ar¬ 
ticle by A1 Skolnik on the history 
and status of the perimeter road 
in the February 12th News Review 
and the first three paragraphs of 
the editorial “Now is the Time/' I 
was astounded to read in the last 
paragraph of this editorial an en¬ 
dorsement of the current efforts by 
City Council to have state planning 
for construction of a portion of the 
perimeter road. 

It is difficult to understand that, 
in an editorial pointing out the 
Irony of the timing of MNCPPC in 
declaring Greenbelt’s worthiness 
"of inclusion on their historical 
map” when this community ‘"is 
now on the verge of having its 
very essence eroded away,” (as the 
editorial states), the News Review 
would in any way endorse the buil¬ 
ding of a perimeter road. 


An eighty foot wide roadway 
cut through the green belt around 
our community, to accommodate a 
school complex with all its prob¬ 
lems, and its accompanying noise, 
gas pollution and traffic hazards 
would only compound our “very es¬ 
sence being eroded away." 


Greenbelt does not need any ad¬ 
ditional roadways at this time and 
certainly not the perimeter road. 
If the City has money, or can get 
any for roadways, it should be 
spent on our present roads, which 
primarily serve all the citizens of 
Greenbelt, and at the same time 
the City should provide the much 
needed off street parking facilities.

Twin Pines grew about 9% in 
1969. Assets are now over two 
million dollars and dividends in¬ 
creased from $74,647 at 5% in 1968 
to almost $86,000 at 5.2% in 1969.
